NOTED AUTHOR AND EDITOR 


DIES OF PARALYSIS. 


He Was Stricken in Washingto 


After the Academy of Sciences 


Banquet; 


Washington, April 21.—Mi1. Prank 


R. Stockton, the \ve!l known novel 
1st, died suddenly here yesterday 
from paralysis immediately result 
ing from a hemorrhage of the brain 
He was a guest at the banquet helt 
"Wednesday night of the Nationa 
Academy of Sciences, when he was 
taken suddenly and mysteriously ill 
The ailment did not at that time ap- 
pear to he serious, and for a while 
tho sufferer seemed to be improving 
•but a change for the worse came yes- 
terday morning- and death occurred 
at 11 o'clock. By his 'bedside when 
the end came were his wife, who was 
a Miss Turtle, of Virginia, and hei 
sister. 
He was sixty-eight years of 


age. 
The body 
will be taken to 


Philadelphia for''interment. No fur- 
ther funeral arrangements have been 
made as yet. 


Mr. Stockton had spent the past 


winter in New York and had done 
very little literary work, preferring 
•to rest. 
After a visit of nearly a 


month to Atlantic City he came to 
Washington, so 'that he might attend 
the banquet of tlie scientists, intend- 
ing then to go to his beautiful home 
in Charlestown, W. Va. 


Hichard Francis Stockton was born 


in Philadelphia on April 5, 1834, 
the son of W. and Emily H. Stock- 


ton. 
He 
was graduated from the 


Philadelphia High school and after 
working on. Philadelphia and 
Ifew 


York newspapers began his career 
as an author (as Frank B. Stockton) 
'by contributions to magazines; he 
joined the staff of Scribner's Month- 
ly and later -was assistant editor of 
St. Nicholas. He was the author of 
a large number of juvenile tales and 
of a considerable number of novels, 
most of which, -were sprightly ex- 
amples of quaint humor. Probably 
.the most famous of his tales was 
"The Lady or the Tiger." Other 
famous works were "The Great War 
Syndicate," "The Hundredth Man," 
"The Grand 
Vizier 
of the Two- 


Horned Alexander" and the various 
stories of the Rudder Grangers. Of 
late years his home was at Charles- 
ton, W. Va.

Manila, April 22.—Two engage- 


ments have been fought "between the 
American, troops and the Moros of 
the island of Mindanao during the 
last 24 hours. Moore, of the 27th 
infantry, while out with a small 
party, hunting for water, was fired 
upon at long range.

Frank D. Baldwin, with, a 'battalion 
of troops and a mountain gun, went 
to the assistance of Moore's party 
and drove off the Moros, who lost 
seven men. The firing was at eleven 
hundred yards range. 


The Moro villages were flying red 


flags, meaning that they intended to 
flght to the uttermost. 


Later, Sultan Pualo and n force of 


natives attempted to reoceupy the 
ground: gained by the Americans, 
but the Moros were 
forcibly dis- 


persed. 


Datto (chief) Ganasi has sent a del- 


egation to the American commander, 
tendering the absolute submission of 
the men under 'his control. 


Brigadier General Davis, in com-

With many the love of ease is an ab- 
sorbing- passion, they are wrapped 
up in n love of the world or in busi- 
ness and are slaves of the world. The 
cause of Christ demands time and 
money and they have neither for it. 


The next qualification, 
of 
the 


church in the cause of its Master is 
'Let your lights 'be burning.' 
Let 


the flame of a, holy and devoted piety 
kindle upon the features, soften 
every action and create a living un- 
ion in Christ which will prove a 
source of inestimable energy. 
The 


light in the Christian soul is secret 
prayer and communion with God. 
This is the oil that feeds the lamp. 
The lamp must be fed wit> living oil 
or it will burn dry. 
TJ- /'larger the 


reservoir, 
the 
more lasting the 


flame. Many a Christian carries a 
farthing rush light which burns bril- 
liantly for a few days or we&ks and 
then is extinguished. 
The Christian 


light should 
always be burning,

Grnaaes for Dry Wentlier. 


Experience during recent dry sum- 


mers strongly emphasizes the chief 
weakness of blue grass—its almost 
entire failure to grow during 
dry 


weather. 
Orchard grass lias been 


found best of the ordinary grasses 
in this respect, but the comrtion red 
clover has shown its superiority to 
any of the smaller grasses for cither 
hay or grazing- in dry years. Highly 
prized as are the old blue grass pas- 
tures, it seems clearly proved that 
a greater quantity of food would be 
produced by putting them under a 
rotation, with corn and clover 
the 


chief crops. This would involve more

Oleomargarine 
can be profitably sold only when it is 
sold for butter. The preservatives nre 
sold by being proclaimed as perfectly 
healthful drugs. The ignorant and 
vicious buy the chemicals. The igiiwv- 
anti principally buy the bogus butter 
products, or nt least most of 
the 


ccnsumer»are ignorant. In either cass 
a dissemination of knowledge is neces- 
sary to destroy the enemy.—Farmers' 
lie view.

27, and had escorted him to the con- 
vent, where the "cure" was adminis- 
tered. 


DETAILED THE TORTTTRE. 


' He repeated the story of the tor- 
ture of the presidente, adding some 
details. The man was, he said, 
about 40 years of age. When he was 
taken into the convent he was -asked 
to give information as to whdther 
.runners had been sent out to notify 
the insurgents or the arrival of the 
scouts in the town. Befusing to do 
this, the water detail, consisting of 
two privates of the Eighteenth in- 
fantry, 
was ordered by Captain 


Glenn to strip him. The man's

removed 
above the 


waist and his hands tied behind him, 
iwh«n the cure was administered by 
fhjff detail.

"By means of a stick, hut I could 


not see just hoW it was done." 


BOLLED IT OUT OF VICTIM. 
Continuing, the witness said that 


- when the victim of the cure was fill- 


ed with Water the members of the 
detail would force it out of him by 
rolling their fists over the stomach 
and that the process was kept up for 
about ten minutes. 


H« described the second applica- 


tion of the cure as previously testi- 
fied to and

Sergeanl 


Riley. in the statement that the de- 
tails of this performance were under 
the charge of Contract Surgeon 
Xiyons and that Captain Glenn and 
Lieuttenant Conger were both pres- 
ent when it occurred.

8. Our Lord Jesus Christ. 
9. Faith and repentance. 
10. Holy spirit. 
11. The new birth and tha now 


12. The resurrection and the life 


to come. 


13. The law of God. 
14. The church <ond sacraments. 
15. The last judgment. 
16. Christian service and the final 


triumph. 


The committee also was charged 


with the work of the revision of the 
confession of faith by the prepara- 
tion of a declaratory statement de- 
nning the meaning of certain, por- 
tions of the confession. This feature 
of its labors had been completed at 
previous sessions of the committee 
and was finally reviewed and unani- 
mously agreed upon here. 
The de- 


claratory statement deals with, -chap- 
ters 3 and 1O of the confession, the 
former referring to the eternal de- 
crees of God and the latter known as 
the elect infant clause; also with that 
portion of the confession relating to 
good works which was revised by a 
change in the text. That concerning 
oaths and the pope of Rome clause 
will be dropped from the confession.

Consideration of the Cuban reci- 


procity bill was resumed and Mr. 
Jenkins, of Wisconsin, spoke on the 
political status of Cuba, rnaintarnui' 
that there could be no suspended sov- 
ereignty and that at the present time 
Cuba was under the political domin- 
ion, of the United States. 


Mr. Jenkins opposed the 'bill be- 


cause our relations toward Cuba were 
not such tus to -permit of the proposed 
reciprocity treaty. 


Mr. Games, of West Virginia, also 


opposed the bill, declaring that it was 
unnecessary and unwise. 


•Mr. Warner, of Illinois, who fol- 


lowed, was also against tiie .bill. He 
insisted that the measure was not 
along republican linosandwhenhede- 
clared that at heart a majority of the 
members on the republican side were 
opposed to it, the republican oppon- 
ents of the bill gave him a round of 
applnuse. 


DEARMOND VITRIOLIC. 


Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, made 


a speech which attracted much at- 
tention. He employed his vitriolic 
comment upon the attitude of mem- 
bers with, his accustomed freedom. 
Calling attention to the fact that 
members on both sides, whether they 
opposed or adTocated a measure, jus- 
tified their course by an appeal to 
their party principles, he remarked 
that viewed from 
these 
diverse 


standpoints the measure was indeed 
a remarkable departure in legisla- 
tion. He commented upon the state- 
ment of General Grosvenor, a few 
days Bg-o, that later the high rates 
o£ the Dingley law would be reducet 
and revised by the iriends of tha 
act. If (the rates mrere too high he 
saw no reason, why the reduction 
should not occur now, and in this 
connection referred sarcastically to 
the Baibcoek bill to place steel on tbj 
free list.

against the bill in committee and 
intimated -broadly that the purpose 
of its introduction was to hold u] 
the steel trust 
and other kindred 


trusts for tlie benafit of Ms party in 
the coining campaign. 


WILL GET A CHAKCE. 


Speaking of the sugar trust he ob- 


served that to liear members talk 
one would think there was nothing 
so friendless in the house as th.is 
trust. "Fortunately," lie said, iron- 
ically, "there 
will Tie opportunity 


later for the members to show by 
their votes that they have not mis- 
represented themselves." 
(Laugh- 


ter.) 


It was contended, he said, on the 


other side that the tariff which had 
developed the gigantic trusts should 
be reformed by its 
friends. 
"I 


think," he exclaimed, "that the tar- 
iff should be reformed by the friends 
of the American people." 
(Demo- 


cratic applause.) 


A BREEZY SPEECH. 


Mr. 
Cushman, 
of Washington, 


made a breezy speech against the 
bill. He declared that a majority of 
the republicans of the house were to- 
day opposed to it, although, a ma- 
jority iwere undoubtedly today con- 
vinced that it would be better for 
them to 'be in favor of it. 
He in-

So far as experiments 
have been made on animals it would 
seem that alcohol, like carbonic oxide, 
etc., does render the consumer more 
liable to fall a victim to the germs of 
infectious diseases, and this view is 
supported by clinical experience in the 
tropics and elsewhere. 
Seeing that 


brandy and other alcoholic stimulants 
are frequently given to patients suf- 
fering from infectious diseases, the 
question presents itself whether we 
are increasing the disease or not by 
giving them. Dr. Lai tin en has recently

Ralph Connor's father was a Pres- 


byterian minister and went to Can-1 


ada in the '40s, and made his home 
in the Highland settlement of Glen- 
g-ary, on the "Indian lands," on the 
eastern peninsula of Ontario. 
His 


mother was the daughter of a Scotch 
Presbyterian, who settled in 
3SFew 


England in the early days. She was 
a cousin of the Rev. Andrew Murray, 
.eader of the Dutch Reformed Afri- 
can church. 
When only twenty. 


years of age she taught philosophy 
at Mount Holyoke, Mass., and at 
twenty-two could have had the prin- 
cipalship of the school, but decline;! 
the 
honor, 
and 
instead married 


Ralph's father and went to live in. 
the backwoods of Canada. 


So much for the parents of the 


author of "The Sky Pilot" and "The 
Man Prom Glengavy." A fair start, 
you s;.iy. Truly it may be considered 
such. 
His first book

famous, and half of the world asked 
the same question at the same time, 
•Who is Ralph Connor?" but no re- 
sponse came.

Washington, April 19.—The Indi-

This sum is the amount determined 
by Controller of,the Treasury Trace- 
well in his decision,

nounced on April 15, in the settle- 
ment of the claim of the state of In- 
diana ag-aiust the United States on 
account of interest 
and other ex- 


penses paid by the state on certain 
war bonds issued by it in order to 
raise money for the equipment of In- 
diana volunteers in the early days 
of the civil war. 


The allowance of this claim has 


been made possible by an a^ct of con- 
gress, approved Feb. 14, 1902> which 
was successfully attached to the ur- 
gent ileficiency 
appropriation 
bill 


through the personal efforts of Hon. 
James 
A. Hemenway, 
member of 


congress from the First Indiana con- 


ressional district, and. the work of 


Senator Fairbanks. But for this pro- 
vision, of law the Indiana war claim 
could not have been passed upon by 
the controller of the treasury and .the 
state of Indiana would not be able to 
enjoy the receipt of over §600,000 
to replenish its treasury.

secure (congressional

The claim, as 
is well known, is i 


based upon the loan made by Gov- j 
ernor Morton in the early days of j 
tlie civil war to secure funds with j 
which to equip the volunteer soldiers j 
of Indiana. Very soon after war was ' 
declared Governor Morton, appreciat- j 
ing the necessity of prompt 'action, ! 
secured the passage through, the In-; 
diana legislature 
of an act which 


would authorize loans for the pur- 
pose of such equipment. That act 
declared that, because the ordinary 
revenues of the state were insufficient 
;o meet the necessary expenses grow- 
ing out of the tiheii insurrectionary 
acts of certain states, an emergency 
existed for the passage of such act, 
and that it should be in force from 
and after its passage. In pursuance 
of the provisions of the act of the 
legislature Jesse J. 
Brown, J. H. 


Boyle and James M. Ray were ap- 
pointed as members of the board of 
loan commissioners. Under the pro- 
visions of this act the board of loan 
commissioners 
negotiated 
certain 


loans to meet 
the emergencies set 


forth in the act above referred to, 
and the money 
so raised was ex- 


pended by the state in the equipment 
of its troops.

A PLEA FOR GENERAL MILES 


REPUBLICAN SENATORS CALL 


ON THE PRESIDENT. * 


Allison, Hale, McComas and Hoar 


Say Retirement of General 


Would be Very Unwise. 


Chicago, April 
18.—The Eecor-.l- 


K&rald today prints the following 
special from 'VV.is'hington by its cor- 
respondent, Walter V7ellman: 


Four republican senators went to 


Hie white house today find urged the 
president to permit General Miles to 
remain undisturbed at the head of 
i'he army. They were Senators Alii 
son, Hoar, Hale tvnd McConins. The 
senators told the president that in 
their opinion the enforced retirement 
of General Miles would be a mistake 
of colossal proportions. They point- 
ed cut that the public is not quick to 
understand the true inwardness or 
matters here in 
Washington, and 


that in the popular mind the presi- 
dent's motives 
might. be miscon- 


strued. 


Although they recognised that tbe 


president had reasons which to Iniu 
seemed sufficient, they 
feared the 


public -would believe General Miles 
Ind been retired because he had op- 
posed the administration policies and 
because he ha'd been instrumental in 
bringing' to the notice cf the country 
the report of Major Gardener, civil 
governor of Tayaibas province in the 
Philippines. 
In the opinion of the 


senators' this would 
greatly harm 


•jhe administration and the repub- 
lican cause generally. 


It was also suggested to President 


R-oosevelt that General Miles lias 
inly about fifteen months to serve 
before 'his retirement under the age 
.imit, and unless imperative reasons 
demanded earlier V.ction they advised 
tohat 'he be permitted to hold 'his place 
in the active list to the end of liis 
time. 


President Rcascvelt, in reply, ex- 


plained, to the senators some of the 
reasons vrhy -he 
believed 
General 


Miles has destroyed 'his .usefulness 
is the senior general in command of 
i-he army, r.nd why the good of the 
service requires his retirement. With 
most of these reasons the readers of 
the Record-Herald are already fa- 
miliar. Tike president explained that 
he had no personal animosity toward 
General Miles, but that he could not 
reconcile with Iris" diity any insubor- 
dination on the part of officers of 
any rank. He saict while violation of 
the aa-ticles of war by a few of our 
soldiers in the Philippines was bsd 
enough, and should be rigorously 
punished, it was -a; small matter coin- 
pared with subversion of discipline 
at the very 'head cf the army itself. 
The president brought to the atten- 
tion of his callers the charge which 
has been made Hi at General Miles 
has acte'd with democratic senators, 
members of the Philippine commit- 
tee, in frying to discredit the army, 
and asked if that sort of thing was 
to be tolerated. 


The senators told 
the president 


they did not indorse Such conduct, 
an'cl admitted that it was probably 
true General Miles had overstepped 
the bounds of propriety in advising 
with tht! democratic senators who 
were carrying on'a political campaign 
against the army and against tlie 
aid ministration. But they a'rlded thf.y 
were authorized by friends of General 
Miles to say that the general had 
agreed to say and do nothing in the 
future; that lie was willing to keep 
absolutely silent, and that ho would 
do his best to so conduct himself as 
to meet 
with the 
president's ap- 


proval. 


Upon 'nearing this President Roose- 


velt promised to take no action "at 
present/1 and there the matter rests. 
The president Kid already decided 
to drop the case of General Miles till 
after tiie return of Secretary Root 
from 
Cuba, about the end 
of the 


month. 


Although the senators who called 


on the president 
today in General 


Miles' behalf declined to say whether 
or not they were asked to do so by 
the general himself, that is the gen- 
eral understanding. 
All four sena- 


tors are personal friends of the lieu- 
tenant "general and one of them, Sen- 
ator Hoar, is his kinsman by mar- 
riage. 


In more than one way General 


Miles finds himself in the center of 
the storm of gossip at this time. 
It 


became known .today 
that General 


Hawley. chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs, has cov- 
ertly threatened to hold up certain 
appropriations in which the war de- 
partment is greatly 
interested in 


case the president places the lieuten- 
ant general on the retired list. Gen- 
eral Hawley declares in his bluff way 
that the proposal to retire General 
Miles is an effort to degrade him be- 
fore the American people, and that if 
it be done there will be trouble. 


It is said by senators who know 


the inside of affairs in the military 
committee that the threat to make 
trouble for the war department over 
the appropriations v/as the real rea- 
son why the retirement of General 
Miles was not ordered last week, as 
had been originally intended. 
At 


this time the war department is in- 
terested in a large number of appro- 
priations beyond the usual 
grist, 


such as the $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 
for rebuilding West Point 
and a 


couple of millions for the Governor's 
Island plan, to say nothing of the 
general staff bill and the confirma- 
tion of Captain Crozier as chief of 
ordnance. 
All these facts indicate 


that the friends of General Miles are 
rallying to his support and that 
a 


battle royal is en between them and 
the administration. 


Secretary Eoot is not escaping at- 


tention. TU head of the war depart- 
ment was never personally popular in 
congress, although, his great ability 
is recognised by all. It is conceded 
by men of both political parties that 
he is the ablest man who has sat in 
the chair of the secretary of war for 
many years. He is essentially con- 
structive rather than emollient, find 
he drives so hard to liis ends that 
some senators think him abrupt and 
cold. The beet sugar men blame him; 


for having induced President H/oose- 
velt to take up the cause of Cuba, 
and this has led to some opposition 
to his measures and policies in the 
senate. 


How the secretary is under fire be- 


cause he withheld the Gardener re- 
port fi^im the public, and in the de- 
bate of the Philippine bill, which, be- 
gins in the 
senate tomorrow and 


which is likely to run for several 
weeks, the secretary of war is -sure to 


TE" in for a lively fire of criticism. 


The democratic senators are loaded 
with ammunition made out of the 
disclosures as to the conduct of OUT 
troops in the Philippines which have 
so mueh stirred up the country, and 
they show a determination to make 
Secretary Root a scapegoat for the 
whole wretched affair. 
They do not 


conceal their intention to make mat- 
ters so hot for him that he may "be 
driven to retire from the cabinet. 


Naturally this strengthens the case . 


of General Miles, for if Mr. Boot is 
to be placed on the defensive for hav- 
ing suppressed the Gardener report, 
General Miles is more likely to escape 
retirement for having called that re- 
port to the attention of the country.
